Please tirform a technical analysis 
of these attachments to determine whecvever can be cevermined 
ecr.cerning the crigin of tie paper, eivelone, type.ymiter, and 


ink used. If you have any canaoility Tor compariny vais letter 
with other correspondence ori sinavinz with the Chinese Coxmunist 
Extrassy in Stockholm, we would like your opinic. on whether or 
not the stationery, typewriter, and envelope are of the type 
normally used by that Exbassy. 

2. Because of the sensational neture of the contents of 
the letter and the necessity for our checiting out such alleza- 
tions as quickly and thoroucshly as possible, it is requested 
that this technical analysis be uncervacen on a priority sasis 
and that the undersigned oy novified ty phone as soon as eny 
conclusions are reached.

R’ garding the language in the Subject letter, which isn't standard English, it 

is difficult to say that it reflects any particular foreign (non-Snglish) background. 
"Outsmz?led!-is Germanic; and "Sowiet" may be Garmanic.or Slavic, and both may 

tend to be suggestive, However, a Chinese who hag studies several European” 
lanzguayes may easily mix the idioms or spellings of any of them in an effort 

at English composition. 


A more significant detail is the name given, Ryo Liang Ylan. "Ryo" is not a 
Svandard spelling in any known romanization system used for Chinese. °R" is seen 
in the new Chinese Communist national system, but never in combination with 

fyo", "Ryo" is a Japanese spelling. 


In the nane given it is not mown whether the Chinese or western presentation 
is used, or, in other words, whether "Ryo" or "Yan" is meant to be the surname. 
Anong Chinese syllables which could be represented by the Japanese "Ryo" are 
Liao, Liang and Lung. Of these Lung (TC: 7893) and Liang (TC: 2733) are used 
as surnames. In either case, "Ryo™*.is hardly a name by which a real Cninese 
would identify himself. ; Py 


The unit which keeps record of Chinese Cocumnist diplomatic and official 
personnel abroad will very probaly o@ able to determine «hetner tnere is 
an actual person in the Chinese Coranist Embassy in Stockhola witn whom the 
name given in the letter can be connected, Tha.US Embassy. will have means 
of learning whether tnat person was in Stockholm at the tims of the letter 
writing, and whetaar he has subsequently been removed.
